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This  summary  incorporates  1976-77  fish  sampling  and  analysis  with 
previous  testing  since  1970  to  provide  a  summary  of  Ontario's  fish  con- 
taminants program  to  date. 

More  than  20,000  fish,  taken  from  143  inland  lakes  and  rivers  and  25 
locations  on  the  Great  Lakes  have  been  analysed  for  contaminants  such  as 
mercury,  PCBs  and  Mirex.  This  program  is  conducted  co-operatively  by  the 
Ontario  Ministries  of  the  Environment,  Natural  Resources  and  Health. 

Information  in  this  summary  will  be  published  in  more  extensive  detail 
in  a  fish  contaminants  manual  which  will  be  completed  and jjstributed  in 
June  1977,  or  earlier. 

Included  is  information  on  fish  from  79  waters  previously  reported  by 
the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Environment  and  89  other  waters  for  which  data 
are  now  available. 

Highlights  of  the  summary  include: 

.  Fish  from  18  of  the  waters  sampled  are  virtually  free  of  contamination 

and  most  can  be  eaten  without  restriction. 
.  In  97  locations,  some  species  and  sizes,  especially  larger  predators 

such  as  trout,  walleye  and  pike,  were  found  to  contain  higher 

levels.  Other  species  and  sizes  may  be  eaten. 
.  Higher  levels  of  contamination  appear  in  53  locations. 
.  Fish  from  70  per  cent  of  the  waters  tested  are  suitable  for  at 

least  occasional  meals. 
.  In  the  53  waters  in  which  fish  were  most  contaminated,  the  larger 

predators  such  as  trout,  walleye  and  pike  are  the  most  affected  and 

other  species  such  as  herring,  whitefish,  catfish  and  perch  are 

comparatively  uncontaminated.

The  current  level  of  technical,  scientific  and  environmental  knowledge 
indicates  that  levels  of  PCBs  and  Mi  rex  reported  in  fish  analyzed  at 
Environment  Ontario's  laboratory  do  not  justify  a  recommendation  that  these 
fish  not  be  eaten. 

All  health  guidelines  for  mercury,  PCBs  and  Mirex  are  regularly  reviewed 
by  the  Ontario  Government  in  the  light  of  the  latest  information  on  environ- 
mental health. 

The  sampling  program  to  date  has  concentrated  on  waters  either  affected 
by  industrial  discharges  or  subject  to  other  heavy  development  and  recreational 
use.  Because  of  this  intensive  investigation  of  potential  problem  areas, 
the  sample  results  to  date  are  not  representative  of  the  conditions  in  the 
full  range  of  Ontario's  approximately  250,000  Ontario  lakes  and  rivers. 

No  elevated  levels  of  PCBs  or  Mirex  were  found  in  fish  in  any  inland 
waters.  Therefore,  the  data  summaries  for  these  fish  reflect  only  mercury 
levels.
